ACCIDENTS 


NOT DUE 
CARELESSNESS. 


INETY ‘per cent. of the street 
traffic accidents in New York 
City are due to carelessness or 
other fault of the injured, acrording 
to a report of the police department, 
which has adopted a system of re- 
porting such accidents on forms that 
Clagsify»them accordng to cause, lo- 
cation, nature, seridusness, type of 
vehicle involved, tBge of injured and 
time of day. 
It hag been the custom of the public 
to condemn drivers, particularily of 
automobiles, for recklessness and to 
demand rigid regulation, but the po- 
ilee reports now show that it ls the 
person afoot that needs to be con- 
trolied and to exercike as much 


caution as is observed by the opera- 
tors of the vehicles. This will be a 
revelation to most persons. 

Of 1073 accidents in which vehicles 


were involved and the causes of 
which were reported, 903, or $0 per 
cent, were due to the fault of the in- 
jured, 61 to the fault of the drivers. 
45 to defects in the vehicles, 24 to 
skidding and 42 to various other 
causes. 

Of 748 persons struck by vehicles 
of all kinds, including bicycles, 679 
were killed or injure® as a result of 
their own fault and only thirty-one 
due to the fault of the drivers, while 
294 persons were struck by vehicles 
when crossing streets at other than 
street intersections. Falls from ve- 
hicles accounted for 224 accidents, 171 
pérsons were hurt when getting on 
or off of street cars In an improper’ 
way, 137 were killed or tnjured while 
playing tn the street, through no fault 
of the drivers, ninety ran into or in 
of vehicles, twenty-six were in- 
oxicated and fifty eight were stealing

@ common-carrier business, these automo- 
bile carriers should be given free rights of 
way by the cities and counties, maintained 
at public expense, and then be subject to 
a relatively very small taxation and to very 
little regulation, and in the counties to no 
regulation whatever?

HE romantic side of war has been al- 

most tofailly eliminated by electricity. 
w This fact is little appreciated outside 
of military and scientific circles. Due to 
electricity’s operations, war today is a bat- 
tle of machines rather than of men. Men 
fire at unseen foes. They live and fight 
under and above the ground rather than 
upon it, 

A genera] shifts millions of men without 
being ‘near a battlefield. Telephone, tele- 
graph and wireless connections with every 
battery, » regiment, outpost and aeroplane 
Station along hundreds of miles of a fight- 


ing front keep him monientarily in touch} 


with everyone in the entire army. 


Blectricity makes possible the great 
searchlights that scout by night hundreds 
of miles of enermhy advances. The range 
finders and great siege guna, the thousands 
of aeroplanes, hydroplanes, Zeppelins, 
trucks and tractors are benefited by elec- 
tricity very strongly. These great guns 
that batter down forts which a few months 
ago were regarded impregnable are set off 
by an electrically-heated wire set in a bed 
of guncotton, and aim and fire after elec- 
trically-transmitted signals from controlled 
stations sometimes miles away. Often from 
an observer's nest in a captive balloon sig- 
nals are wirelessed back many miles direct- 
ing accurate artillery range. 


Navigation. 


The wonderful submarines, which of 
necessity must be operated by electricity 
when. submerged, could not operate effi- 
clently without electrica) adaptions. Ves- 
sels of this type, displacing from 1000 to 
1500 tons, went inte commission during 
1915 with a surface speed up to 21 knots 
and submerged speed of 14 knota. Their 


‘radius of action has been astonishingly in- 


creased. A fieet of Yankee-bullt subma- 
rines recently crosped the Atlantic under 
their own power. At least one other made 
the trip from a German port without tend- 
ing to the Dardanelles. Electricity is util- 
ized in submarines besides propulsion, for 
lighting, for fans, to run the gyroscope and 
to cook meals for the crew. It discharges 
torpedoes, and, on the latest type, fires 3 
and 4-inch disappearing guna, besides op- 
erating individual systems of wireless. 

We already hgve the first electrically- 
propelled battleship, the U.8.8. California, 
en the ways itn the Brooklyn navy yard. 
Its keel was lald October 18. It will cost 
$16,000,000. At 21 knots ite power plant 
is designed to provide 32,000 shaft horse 
power. The turbines of the California will 
run at a running speed of 2200 revolutions 
per minute. Great economy of power will 
be effected in running at cruising speed 
with ability to quickly tmcrease the speed 
and even to reverse the power. This econ- 
omy in power will mean an annual saving 
on a veasel of the Mauretania type of $1560,- 
000 in fuel cost. 

Meals will be cooked aboard the Califor- 
nia, bunkers heated, the decks swabbed, 
great guns polished and even the washing 
and ironing done by electricity. Electrici- 
ty’s immense values in transmitting orders, 
lighting, quick manipulation, range fring, 
steering in the new men-of-war is hard to 
estimate. One realizes now that the ad- 
miral may control every maneuver of a 
huge fleet by practically touching a but- 
ton. 

The installation on warships and mer- 
chant vessels of the gyro-compass, an in- 


vention of the American, Elmer D. Sperry, | 


marks a distinct advance in navigation. 
Previous to this, the magnetic type of com- 
pass had to be relied upon. This not only 
did not indicate the true north, but it was 
sensitive to many magnetic disturbances. 
The shifting of tron masses on board ship 
affected it. To a great extent it was in-' 
fluenced by the operation of electrical ma- 
chines on board. 

The Sperry gyro-compass not only points 
to the true north at all times, but it has 
290 times the directive force of the old- 
fashioned needle. Mr. Sperry’s gyroscopic 
stabilizer is even more wonderful in its op- 
eration. It has been possible for a hydro- 
acroplane with a “gyro” of fifty-four 
pounds to remain on an even keel at a 
great height in the air while the observer 
walked out two-thirds of the way on the 
plane. 

A 653-pound Sperry motor with gyro 
stabilizer has held a 1000-ton torpedo-boat 
destroyer on an even kee] in a tempestuous 
sea, not omly when driving through waves, 
but while running in a trough of the sea. 
The new United States submarines will be 
equipped with these heavy gyros, which 
will make it possible for the little “hor- 
nets” of the sea to maintain an even bal- 
ance regardless of weather conditions, 


Aviation. 


As an arm of defense only the United 
States navy seems to offer favorable com- 
parisons with foreign navies. In aviation] 
little in a defensive way has been done in 
America. 

Air scouting has been niade practically 
secure by the Sperry “sgyro;” electricity op- 
erates the wireless and ignition, and a re- 
cent report has it definitely controlling, by 


‘of large aerial torpedoes discharged by air- 
craft. 
Wireless. 


A recital of the extreordinary uses of 
the wireless in war must be prefaced by 
reference to ita ‘greatest feat, which hap- 
pens to be a peace achievement. On Sep- 
tember 29, last, the human voice Was car- 
ried by wireless over the 4900-mile gap of 
land and water between the United States 
navy wireless station at Arlington, Va., and 
the Pearl Harbor naval station outside 
Honolulu, Hawaii. 

Only a few months previous direct con- 
versation over the telephone had been com- 
mercially. established between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans, 

But for the powerful wireless stations at 
Tuckerton, N. J., and Sayville, L. 1. Ger- 
many would be completely isolated. from 
the western hemisphere. Although cable 
communication is entirely in the on 
of the allies, Germany has been in constant 
communication with its diplomatic. corps 
in this country through the agency of these 
siations. United States naval officers now 
man these plants, which are German-built, 
to observe strictly this nation’s neutrality 
laws. In Paris, the Biffel Tower, built for 
the exposition in 1890 and long considered 
only a spectacie, has become the antennae 
of France in her military operations. 

On water the wireless during the year of 
1915 so impressively established its neces- 
sity that governments now require prac- 
tically all veswels to carry wireless, Its 
services in saving lives are known to every- 
body. 

A new use is the proposed Hammond 
control of a torpedo boat and even the tor- 
pedo shell itself at a distance from a con- 
trol station. The United States Navy De- 
partment is examining data for experiments 
which presume to show that a discharge: 
torpedo may be guided unerringly toward 
its target by a wireless control on a vessel, 
although that target resorts to zigzagging 
and crisscrossing customarily adopted by 
liners to escape the destruction. 

It might be added that the wireless har 
been successfully operated on moving trains 
of the Lackawanna Railroad. It is intend- 
ed to use the system on not only passenger 
trains for the convenience of the public and 
the safety of transit, but in signal work on 
freight trains, to avoid the necessity of 
stopping for orders. Each unnecessary stop 
of a long freight train represents a log te 
the raliroad of from $20 to $390. 


Electro-magnets and Hays. 


In the field hospitals on the French front 
the X-rays are used extensively to locate 
bullets and bits of shrapnel. Once located, 
a new electro-magnet extracts the bullets 
and pieces of shell quickly and effectively, 
thus avoiding the perils of countless surgi- 
cal operations. 

Particularly in the armor-plate industry 
the X-ray has beén set to the task of lo- 
cating flaws in casting: and forgings. Often 
armor plate is discovered to have some 
radical hidden flaw only after costly ma- 
chining. The new use of the X-ray enables 
the inspectors to pronounce raw material 
sound before the great expenses of cast- 
ing and.forging. WBvidences of defective 
steel have heretofore developed in explod- 
ing guns and corroding steels. Besides, the 
government may now be assured that it 
gets the type of steel it contracts for. 

United States custome officials use an 
X-ray to ferret munitions or contra- 
band on outgoing vessels after hidden in 
bales of cotton. 

Very recently the experiments of Dr. 
Staniey in his demonstration of a new ray 
of high power promise much in-the sur- 
gery behind the battle line. The Stanley 
ray differs from the Roentgen ray (gen- 
erally termed X-ray) in that i is pro- 
duced by a full cycle instead of by a half- 
cycle. The Stanley ray attempts to secure 
rays of higher harmonies to correspond and 
tune with those preduced if the human 


Exposure of the body to these rays for 
many hours at a time show them free from 
the harmful burning quality of the X-ray. 
In surgery, the new ray, its describer 
claims, may be maintained throughout « 
complete operation and in the treatment of 
cancer without the destruction of healthy 
tissue. Its value in therapeutics is not leas 
promising. In fact, surgery, particularly 
in the American Hospital in France, pre- 
sided over by Dr. Joseph A. Blake, bas 
reached the point of efficiency where an 
electrically-operated saw’ is now used. 

In 1900 New York has just done away 
With its steel locomotives of the elevated 
lines. Last year the electrically-devised 
street cars, elevated, and subways in Great- 
er New York, to be operated by the Inter~- 
borough Rapid Transit Company, carried 
2.150,000,000 passengers, and with such 4 
degree of safety that it is now the prac- 
tice of the accident insurance companies to 
pay double premium in case of injury o1 
death while riding on these cars. This 
| practice is based on a degree of risk and 
not on sentiment. 

Whereas the dawn of the century found 
practically no widespread use of electrical 
home appliances, the year 1915 will end 
with more than 8,000,000 electric devices 
purchased by the public and in dally use. 


Of this figure more than 8,000,000 repre- 


cleaners, washing machines and fans. It is 
a striking illustration of the service of 
these electrical appliances that a recently- 
captured German trench was found to be 
completely @¢quipped with domestic cook- 
ing utensils. It was a fact that the sol- 
diers living under ground obtained heat, 
light and fuel for food by wiring a com- 
pleté sector. 


In 1900 the largest dynamo in America 
was of 4600 kilowatt capacity—today the 
largest is 35,000 kilowatt, a 760 per cent. 
increase in size. The improvement in 
maximum efficiency of incandescent lamps 
has increased 1000 per cent. Hydroelectric 
power developed in the United States in 
1900 totalled 200,000 horse power—today 
it is 1,800,000 horse power, a 900 per cent. 
increase. This means a stupendous saving 
in the nation’s coal resources. 

Today more than 75 per cent. of the peo- 
Ple of the United States come in contact 
with electricity in some form or other eac! 
day. Ten per cent. derive their daily bread 
directly or indirectly from the electrical in- 
dustry. 

The electrical industry last year did a 
business of $2,265,000,000. Although re- 
trenchment and conservation were in vogue 
elsewhere, the electrical industry spent 
$810,000,000 in its commercial 
ment, new equipment and servicé. On an 
average, every person in the United States 
spends $20 a year for electrical materigl 
and service. The industry in fhe Unitéd 
States represents investments of more tha) 
$3,000,000,000, enough to build seven Pana- 
ma Canals or feed all the men and horses 
in the Buropean war'for eight years. 

These facts, hardly appreciated by the 
public, form part of the message, “Elec 
trical Prosperity Week,” November 29 to 
December 4, brings to the nation. This’ 
week aims to prove that in a few years 
electricity has come to be an indispensa- 
ble help in our daily lives. The country- 
wide celebration of the prosperity electrici- 
ty brings is managed by the Society for 
Electrical Development, Inc. an association 
of the country’s leading electrica] interesta 


Transportation. 


To date over 2500 miles of single track 
of steam railroads in the United States 
have been electrified. The most northerly 
railway in the world, started at a point 
eighty-five miles north of the polar circie, 
has just been electrified. It is a section of 
the Swedish State Railway, and it is used 
largely for carrying iron ore mined 
Kunna to the northwestern frontier. The 
power is transmitted 155 miles at 80,000 
volta. The system has doubled its train 
capacity and its speed of traffic. , 

The Chicago, Milwaukee 
completed October 1, last, the el 
tion of the first 113 miles of its Montana 
@ivision from Three Forks to Deer Lodge, 
Mont. Another 100 miles will be in op- 
eration by January 1. A further 200-odd 
miles will be completed during the coming 
year. It is expected to operate the entire 
86@ miles from Harlowton to the Coast by 
electricity. WBlectric engines weighing 520- 
600 pounds each, with sixteen drivers of 
fifty-two inches and a tractive effort of 85,- 
000 pounds, have been provided to operate 
with 3000 volts wire current supplied over- 
head. Electric regenerative brakes will be 
used capable of holding the train without 
the use of air except In emergency. PElec- 
tric power has contracted for to .0063¢ 
cent per kilewatt hour on a 60 per cent. 
load factor, which is considerably leas than 
now expended for coal. 

A number of the_locomotives operati 
under the North and Bast rivers at the 
New York terminal of the Pennsylvania 
Rafiroad have now run from $0,000 to 1132,- 
000 miles each without requiring the turn-

Bilectric towing engines take vessels 
through the twenty-one milés of great locks 
and bed of the Panama Canal. Four elec- 
trie locomotives are used for each ship, 
two forward and two back. Bach electric 
locomotive ts capable of emercising a normal 
pull of 25,000 pounds on its tow line. 
Hydroelectric Power. 

Hydroelectric power is at ite highest de- 
velopment in the Far West. In California, 
Oregon, Washington, Utah, Nevada, Mon- 
tana. Idaho and Colorado the development 
of the electric power has given an impor- 
tant impetus to farming. Of the 600,000 
horse power of hydroelectric development 
in California, 150,000, or one-fourth, is 
utilised for agriculture. Bleven thousand 
acres of land in California are susceptible 
to cultivation because electricity has pro- 
vided irrigation. 

New England is now utilising her water 
power to more than 600,000 horse power, 
thus saving annually the consumption of 
3.000.000 tons of coal worth $15,000,000. 
Tt t9 predicted that within the next ten 
years in the “black-land belt” of Texaa

In Kaneas the farmers installed during 
1915 electrically-driven pimps for irrigat- 
ing alfalfa fields. By two waterings for 
each of the five crops, over five tons of al- 
falfa per acre were cut during the season. 

The first *>ar'’s excess crop more than 
paid for all this irrigation equipment. 

Canadian interests at Niagara Falls are 
planning to develop 600,000 horse power 
on the northern side below the falls, and 
the American interests have even more am-~- 
bitious projects for the American side, 


Miscellancous. 


In the past many great oil-producing 
wells were rendered almost valueless by 
the presence of water. Dr. H. C. Cottrell, 
through the-use of a small current of high 
tension, has succeeded in eliminating water 
even up to 25 per cent. at a cost of from - 
1 to 8 cents a barrel of oil. 

Dr. Cottrell invented the electrical pre- 
cipitation of gas, smoke and flue dust from 
chimneys and furnace stacks. 

Electric heating colls have been used in 
deep oil wells with paraffine bases to in- . 
duce greater flow and melt out the accumu- 
lations of heavy oil. 

Much progress was made in cultivation 
af the land by illumination by electric lights 
or by the ‘passing of electric current 
through the soll. 

Photographs of speeding projectiles are 
now a possibility. An apparatus which 
catches the light of an electric spark cre- 
ated by the passing of the bullets through 
wire netting is electrically comnected with 
camera. 
Recent tests with steel reinforced mer- 
cury vapor rectifiers on a locomotive to 
change high-tension alternating current for 
the motor have proved ecessful. This is 
an important development, inasmuch as a - 
car having five 226-horse-power volt 
motors has been operated for months by 
this medium. 

A successful electric furnace for melting 
refractory zinc ores has been perfected. 

More than 150,000,000 pounds of alumi. 
num are produced annually by aid of elec-

REASONS FOR LOSSES. 


HERE is nothing cheerful to say about 
the electric railway industry in this 
State. If it suffered only from a gen- 

eral business depression it would be the duty 
of the electric railway managements to face 
the situation cheerfully, grin and.bear it, 
just as other lines of business have to. do. 
California always comes back into its own, 
and nothing can suppress prosperity here 
for any great length of time. 

But the electric railways are suffering 
. from causes of a permanent nature, and 
no matter what the general prosperity may 
be, it is the opinion of those best informed 
that the electric railways will havé an up- 
hill time of it until certain conditions are 
changed. ese conditions cannot be 
changed except through public _ action. 
They will not be changed unless the pub- 
lic knows what they are and is satisfied 
that they should be changed. Therefore, 
the electric railway managements of the 
State are setting forth the facts as they 
know them. 

These facts are: 

At this time no interurban electric rall- 

way in this State is earning interest on the 
actual cash investment in the property, if 
@ue allowance be made for depreciation 
and other charges that must come out of 
income. 
No interurban electric railway in the 
State during the year ending Jume 30, last, 
earned the interest on what it owes and 
the other charges that it has to meet, in- 
cluding sinking funds, 

The majority of the city lines are in the 
same condition, though this is not true of 
all of them. 

The money that twenty electric railways 
of the State hed left from their earnings 
after paying operating expenses and taxes, 
comparing the year ending June 30, 1914, 
with the year ending June 30, 1915, de- 
creased from $9,658,303 to $8,378,698, or 
a total decrease of $1,279,605. 

This money, eliminating two city lines, 
Was not enough te meet the imterest on 
what they owed as a whole ané the other 


charges against income, without any dllow- 
ance whatever for . dividends to ad 


Se tear as I know, eme dlectric railroad 


Geclared a dividend, its stockholders receiv- 
ing just $60,000. This was the first divi- 
dend they had received in fifteen years. It 
represented accumulated earnings. The 
stockholders would not even have gotten 
this money but for the fact that the road 


had no bonded debt and all the money in 
the road had been put there by the stock- 
holders. 


These statements will show how little 
loss it takes to present a very difficult situ- 
ation for the electric railways of California. 

Some of them are actually paying out 
more money for operating expenses and 
taxes than they are taking in. By operat- 
ing expenses, I mean just the cost of keep- 
ing up the road so it can be operated 
properly, the wages of the people em- 
ployed, the payment of power bills, the 
maintaining of equipment so it will be 
comfortable to ride in, and such general 
expenses as have to be met in the way of 
paying claims for accidents, rentals of of-+ 
fices and cost of stationery and supplies 
and the like. 


The Public's Interest. 


The public is deeply interested im this 
situation. 

When the roads get down to the point 
that they can no longer earn the interest 
on their debts, they not only cannot extend 
their lines, but they must find ways of re- 
ducing their expenses. 

This means cutting down sérvice where 
service doesn't pay; reducing the number 
of men employed, and buying just as little 
material and supplies as they can get along 
with. 

There are about elght thousand electric 
railway employees in Angeles, San 
Bernardino, Riverside and Orange coun- 
ties, and they, with the people dependent 
upon them, represent, I suppose, between 
thirty and forty thousand inhabitants. Up- 
on the employment of these people is de- 
pendent also a considerable portion of the 
trede of the merchants of the community. 
Nearly every line of business is affected. 
When men are out of employment they 
cannot pay the installments on the homes 
they have bought; they cannot pay rents; 
they cannot buy clothing or afford electric 
lights or patronize amusements. 

Im other words, a depression ip any large 


* 


industry in any section affects adversely, 
directly or indirectly, a very large part of 
the population. 

In Southern California the Pacific Elec- 
tric year after year has put millions into 
its properties as investments without re- 
ceiving adequate return in the way of 
earnings. Its stockholders and its manage- 
ment have believéd that in time these re- 
turns would come, They have had as 
much faith in Southern California as any 
class of citizens here. 

But the Pacific Electric has found it 
necessary, and not altogether because of 
the general business depression, to curtail 
its operations, to reduce its forces, to cut 
ite servic*. 

It has found it necessary to abandon 
some weak lines and will probably find it 
necessary to abandon more. 

From the point of view of the earnings 
of the road, the Pacific Electric would be 
better off today if it abandoned the opera- 
tions of a number of its street car lines in 
the emalier cities in thie territory and two 
or three of its interurban lines. 

It ie perhaps better not specifically to 
mame these, since te do so would serve no 
good purpose at this time and might work 
some ill. 

There must, however, be a change in the 
conditions if we are to continue to operate 
such lines. 

This naturally leads to the questions as 
to what unusual adverse conditions the 
electric railways have to face and what 
changes must be made if they are to re- 
tain their present value in serving the pub- 
lic. The answers are of vital importance 
to the public, because not only the public 
convenience is in question and not only is 
the employment of some thousands of men 
in perhaps the largest single industry in 
Southern California to a greater or leas ex- 
tent endangered, but also a4 great many 
millions of property values that have been 
created by these electric :railways are in 
danger of being lessened. 

The unfavorable conditions which the 
public can remedy are, in the main, ae fol- 
lows: 


Taxes. 


The rate of taxation charged by the 
State to the electric railways from 1913 to 
1916 has increased 32 per cent. The rail- 
ways are taxed on the basis of their gross 
earnings, the State taking now 6% per 
cent., as against 4 per cent. In 1913. 

The Pacific Electric paid last year over 
half a million dollars in taxes, and, inci- 
dentally, it failed to earn its fixed charges, 
that is, the interest on what it owed and 
other proper deductions from income, by 
more than half a million dollars. 

If the same basis had prevailed as in 
1913, its taxes would have been $150,000 


ess. 
The public should find a way of reducing 
the taxes of the electric railroads. 

The railroads also have to face fran- 
chise taxes and taxes on nonoperative 
property. 

Street Improvements. 


When franchises were originally taken 
e electric railway investors did not an- 
ticipate any such demands as are now be- 
ing made for exppnsive street construction. 
At present the electric railways have to 


‘pay Tor paving the space occupied by their 


Aragks, the space between the tracks and‘ 
the spaces two feet outside thereof, rang- 
ing usually from a third to two-thirds of 
the street, and they have to maintain that 
pavement in part for jitneys operating in 
competition with them to run over. The 
development of the automobile has brought 
demand not only for widespread paving. 
but for much better paving. The cities 
have therefore demanded of the electric 
roads that they put down heavier rail— 
very often grooved rail, as in Los Angeles-—— 
expensive roadbed foundations and ex- 
pensive paving on top thereof. 

As an example of what is required can 
be cited Santa Monica boulevard in Los 
Angeles. At this time the Pacific Electric, 
because the street is being paved, is re- 
constructing fits tracks for a distance of «a 
little over two milea The total cost for 


j rates and service, 


thie new work will be approximately $225,- 
000 and the asphalt paving alone will cost 
approximately $70,000. 

How can anybody for such returns justi- 
fy to an investor such a tremendous ex- 
penditure of mcney? 

It will be neceseary, at least under some 
conditions and in some localities, to relieve 
the electric railways from the burden of 
such paving and from the burden of its 
maintenance. In probably ten or twelve 
years this paving will have to be renewed 
by the electric railway and in the meantime 
maintained by it. You can figure what the 
annual depreciation charge means. 
Franchises. 

— 

The present system of granting short- 
term franchises with restricting clauses of 
many kinds will have to be changed if in- 
vestors are to be Induced to put money into 
electric street railroads. 

If anybody will look into the situation 
from an investor's point of view it will not 
take him long to find out why. 

In sOme cities and in some sections the 
franchise requirements are reasonable, but 
with the power of the public to regulate 
whatever old-time need 
may have existed for these franchise re- 
strictions has very largely disappeared. 


Privately-operated Autos, 


The development of the individually- 
owned and privately-eperated automobile 
has cut very severely into the earnings of 
the electric railways. This is a develop- 
ment that the electric railways muat face. 
It cannot be stopped, and in so far as it is 
@ reasonable step in advance in human 
progress it will not be stopped. -But a 
great many own automobiles whe are not 
really able to own them. People who do 
not own homes, or who are nop saving 
enough money to send their children 
through school or high school or have 
nothing lald up against the rainy day that 
is apt to come to any family, yet own ma- 
chines. With this condition, however, the 
electric railways cannot quarrel, It may 
have a serious effect upon the community 
as.a whole and upon many people indi- 
vidually, but usually transgressions of 
economic laws after awhile result in ad- 
justments that prevent impoverishment. 
Whether a man should own an automobile 
or not, he alone will determine. 

A great many people are operating their 
machines, however, when a little study 
would show them that it would be more 
profitable for them to buy commutation 
tickets on the electric lines for interurban 
trips and leave the machine at home to use 
for pleasure trips and for visite to places 
that the electric railways do not serve. 


Jitney Competition. 


The electric rallwaye have the right to 
expect that these newcomers, competing 
with them, shall not have any better than 
an equa] deal. This ia not the case now. 
The electric roads have full responsibility 
for any accidenta caused by their neali- 
gence, are under public supervision, are 
under direct obligation as to the rates of 
fare and the service that they will give, 
have to maintain etreets as described, must 
operate under certain safety principles, 
must spend a creat deal of money in safety 
measures of one kind or another, includ- 
ing interlocking plants, crossing bells, auto- 
matic signals and so on, must pay taxes 
as noted, and, in general, furnish a de- 
pendable and responsible service. 

The electric roads have the right to ex- 
pect, that jitneys and motor trucks taking 
over their business of any part thereof 
shall likewise take over equal responsibili- 
ties to the public. 

Where this question has come to a pt- 
lic vote the fairness of this statement hea 
been réalized by the public. But so far 
im legislation it has not been recognized. 
The jitneys and motor trucks do not bear 
any such taxation in proportion to their 
gross revenues as do the electric roads. 
There ts not an interurban bus line in Los 
Angeles or any other southern county 


which by legislation has to charge any par-

LLUMINATION, the phase of electricity 
pact familiar to the public, has not only 
most efficiently carried out upon 
MS Great White Way of Los Angeles, but 
been extended to covef hundreds of 
well-lighted streets in the city, besides a 
mumber of boulevards many of which 
stretch for miles into the surrounding 
country. Those acquainted with the after- 
dark illumination of Los Angeles need no 
confirmation of this statement, while the 
visitor has but to take an evening stroll 
down Broadway, or a night drive through 
Sherman Way, to be convinced that South- 
ern California, and Los Angeles especially, 
is the best lighted section of the coufitry. 


Well known as Los Angeles has come 
to be as one of the largest users of elec- 
tricity, an after-dinner strol) on Broadway 
will convince ‘the stranger that the Great 
White Way has an electric sign language 
all its own. The great advertisers of the 
city were among the first merchants 
throughout the country to. recognize the 
value of night advertising with electricity. 
Many of the signs flash their message to 
the people so vividly they can be read for 
Diocks, while in many instances the entire 
Duildings have been outlined with thou- 
@ande of smal) electric lights. 


Shortly after the merchants began to 
realize electricity was a necessity in their 
business, the illuminating engineers of the 
local lighting companies went to work to 
show what could be done with the current 
Franklin first harnessed. How well the ef- 
fort to brilliantly illuminate our streets has 
been accomplished an evening glance will 
show. 

“While it was Los Angeles that took the 
fmitiative in the campaign for ornamental 
street and building lighting,” says Charles 
M. Masson of the Edison company, “we 
must all admit considerable impetus was 
given this movement with the advent of 
the tungsten lamp. In the past the high- 
current consumption and low candle power, 
in other words, low efficiency of the old 
carbon lamps, had much to do to keep 


many from indulging tm this form of ad- 
vertising. Now, with high-efficiency lamps 
of all shapes and shades, and with cheap 
curfent, those who cried down with 
advertising have been robbed of all of 
their thunder. 

“Ornamental lighting for buildings is ac- 
complished in three general ways, first, by 
hanging high-candle-power units from 
brackets on the sides of the building to be 
illuminated; second, by outlining the struc- 
ture with many smal! lights, and, third, by 
methods that of illuminating by 

“The method of lighting by large units 
has become possible and popular since the 
advent of the high-candle-power gas-filled 
lamps about a year ago. The two largest 
sizes of these units consume 750 and 1000 
watts, and efficiencies of 6 and .65 watts 
per candle give 1155 and 1670 candle power 
respectively. With so much light emitted 
by one lamp, it is evident that a few of 
them equipped with reflectors and placed 
judiciously on the walls of a building will 
afford a great illumination at a compara- 
tively small cost. 

“Our friends the ‘movies’ have adopted 
this scheme, and it is these sort of lights at 
Universal city which make possible ‘elec- 
tric sunshine.’ 

“Outline lighting has been nearly uni- 
versally adopted for ornamental lighting of 
buildings. Ite beauty and valus cannot be 
questioned, while the application caf be 
made almost infinite. One of the first nota- 
ble examples of the use of this sort of il- 
lumination was the outlining of the exposi- 
tion buildings at the World Columbian Ex- 
position in Chicago in 1893, and later re- 
peated at all the expositions since that time 
with variations as to color and methods of 
control. 

“Coming down to the present-day out- 
lining, witness the wonderful electrical ef- 
fects shown any night on Broadway. Be- 
ginning at the tunnel with our 1915 tourist 
friend, stroll through the fashionable shop- 
ping district and point out some of the 
evidences of the sign language art.”’ 


machine automatically types the messages 
as they are received. 

In connection with this test, it developed 
that the real reason for the premier instal- 
lation in Los Angeles is that this city, in 
addition to furnishing more business for 
the telegraph companies per capita than 
any other city of the country, also had a 
35 per cent. increase in business during the 
month just past. 

Nor is the end yet. While in this city, 
some months ago, Thomas A. Edison, 
whose development of the duplex and 
quadruplex instruments furnished the basic 
material for the Western Union's further 
Gevelopment, stated that through the in- 
strumentality of the wireless he expects 
1000 words a minute to be the common- 
place of the future. He argued that only 
two or thred of the sound waves inherent 
in the vocalizing of one word are now 
utilized in telephony, and that doubtless 
the wires of the air cap catch and convey 
many times this number.

*But of the facilities now at hand Los 
Angeles has made the most. There was a 
time when this city was the dark and 
bloody ground of telephone war. or rather 
of polite disdain, on the part of a certain 
owner, to the demands of the public. 

This is now of the past, for the facilities 
and the service here are admittedly the 
peer of any in the country. Within « 
decade more than $10,000.000 has gone into 
development here, until today the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company and 
the Home Telephone and Telegraph Com-. 
pany have plants that are models of their 
kind. Nor have the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company and the Postal Telegraph- 
Cable Company been a whit behind their 
telephone rivals in adding to facilities. 

At present more than 1,000,000 calls are 
handled daily by the city’s 2000 Hebes of 
the telephone wires, or two for every man, 
woman and child in the city, through the

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Electricity On The Farin. 


HILE electricity is often thought of 

as a power only available to those 

who live in the cities or very near 
them, such is not the case, and at the pres- 
ent time a large percentage of the business 
of the great power companies comes from 
the ranchman and the farmer. The high- 
voltage cables have been strung into the 
heart of the most fertile lands on the Pa- 
cific Coast, until today larger crops are 
raised and more easily handled than was 
ever possible before electricity reached be- 
yond the many city limits. 

Where electricity is being used for irri- 
gation the farmer and ranchman have 
found their crops are much larger and tfat 
the cost is very small. The current for ir- 
rigation purposes is sold on the meter plan, 
although in some instances a fiat rate is 
made based on the number of horse power 
required by the consumer. In the north- 
ern part of the State the cost varies slight- 
ly, depending upon the height the water 
must be pumped. The cost in this section 
varies from $1.50 a foot of water per acre 
as high as $3 a foot, depending upon the 
height. 

Electrical experts estimate that at the 
present time fully one-third of the farm 
homes in Tulare county are using water 
electricity-supplied, and are on land which 
fifteen years ago was regarded as hopeless- 
ly arid. Some slight idea of the amount of 
electricity consumed by the farmer may 
be had from the figures of one company 
compiled about two years ago. At that 
time the horse power in motors,connected 


_to the company’s system was 


divided as 
follows: 


Agricultural, 81 per cent.; domestic, 4 
per cent.; industrial, 9 per cent.; railroads, 
3 per cent., and all others, 3 per cent. The 
same set of figures gives the crops irri- 
gated as covering the following number of 
acres: Citrus orchards, bearing, 10,522 
acres; citrus orchards, nonbearing, 11,106 
acres; olive orchards, bearing, 211 acres; 
olive orehards, nonbearing, 1463 acres; 
peach orchards, 752 acres; other orchards, 
792 acres; vineyards, $14 acres: alfalfa, 
19,758 acres, and other miscellaneous 
crops, 3729 acres. 

While the figures given of this company 
are similar to those of the many other 
electrical supplying corporations, some of 
them do not sell quite as large a percentage 
of their current to the farmer. The San 
Joaquin Light and Power Company serves 
electricity over a tract of land 200 miles 
long and fifty-four miles wide, the many 
pumping plants. trrigating slightly over 
100,000 acres. 

Although the Pacific Light and Power 
Company and Southern California Edison 
Company use a large percentage of their 
power to run the street cars and furnish 
light In this city, they also sell a large 
amount of current to the farmers near Los 
Angeles. 

There are a number of other electrical 
companies supplying current to those in the 
rural districts. Some of them are the 
Great Western Power Company and the 
Southern Sierras Power Company. 


COAST RESOURCES. 


UNDEVELOPED POWER OFFERS MANY 
POSSIBILITIES. 


When J. W. Beckman, chemical engineer 
of the Great Western Power Company, said 
recently that electric power could be ob- 
tained on the Pacific Coast close to the 
generating stations as cheap, if not cheaper 
than the prices generally quoted for power 
at Niagara Falls, he sounded a keynote 
which men interested in the development 
of electricity have thoroughly realized for 
the past few years. 

According to the best figures obtainable, 
it ie evident that only a small percentage 
of the power available in the States along 
the Pacific has been developed. Alaska, 
also, belongs to the West Coast of the 
United States, and the potential water 
powers of that country have nevef even 
been estimated. ' 

In comparison to the eost of power at 
Niagara Falls and on the West Coast, elec- 
trical experts say the West is to be favored, 
because of its proximity to tidewater as 
compared to the great water-power falls in 
the East. 4 

“All through this section of the United 
States there is still a great deal of water 
power, the development of which ts not 
even projected,” Mr. Beckman said. He 
then spoke of the conditions in Norway 
an weden, where, he sald, cheap water 

er Was given as the reason why those 
countries had obtained the position they 
had in the manufacturing werld. Continu- 
tine, he sald: 

“Electro-chemical industries on this Coast 
must be inspired with the same desire as 
those In Sweden and Norway, since the 
population of the Pacific Coast States is 
about 5,000,000 persons, while that of 
Bweden and Norway is about double this 
number. With.more than half the world’s 
population dwelling im lands facing the Pa- 


cific Coast, these markets are waiting to be 
taken by ineustries located on this Coast. 

“It may be justly said that the greater 
part of these countries facing the Pacific 
Coast are populated by people that are 
stili living under primitive conditions, and 
that their demands are limited. Such an 
assumption may be partly correct, but 
earlier experiences show that as these 
countries get mofe and more-in touch with 
the well-organized nations of the world, 
their needs for the products of these na- 
tions increase correspondingly. 

“Figures received from the War Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Insular Affairs show that 
imports have more than quadrupled during 
the time the Philippine Islands have -been 
under United States control, while they 
were practically stationary during the six 
years prior to occupation by the United 
States. 

“Enormous quantities of cheap undevel- 
oped power are still to be found, and de- 
veloped power is to be had at prices such 
as rival the cheapest water power of the 
East. Conditions on the Pacific Coast are 
now ripe for various electrical undertak- 
ings. The labor obtainable is the very best 
and at no higher prices than it commands 
in the East. The climate is ideal. The 
financial conditions of the Pacific Coast are 
unusually sound. ‘Blue-sky’ laws protect 
the investor against wild cat schemes. The 
possibilities are here. Will we take ad- 
vantage of them?”
